The Berliu Congi-esB has settled down 
to tlie work of diraiembering the Otto- 
man Empire with a keen relish, iind by 
the time the plenipotentiaries have been 
satisfied with the succulent morsels there 
will be little more than a pile of bones 
left for the Mussulman. There would 
seem to have been an understanding 
between Great Britain, Germany, 
France and Austria before entering the 
Congress as to the dLsposition that 
should be made of Turkey and the ter- 
ritorial concesKions that should bo 
granted to Russia. Servia is declar- 
ed independent. The Danubian prov- 
inces of Turkey will be given to Kou- 
mania, the only stipulation being 
that the Balkans shall be the barrier to 
Russian advance on Constantinoi)le. 
Aust;-iii assents to the retrocession of 
Bessarabia to Eussia from Eounianiu, 
except that portion abuttuig on the 
Danube, which removes the Danube 
from Russian control. Austria, under 
the thin guise of a protectorate, will 
occupy Bosnia and Heri;ogovii\ia, and 
Montenegro becomes independent with 
a right of way for a railway througli 
the latter principality secured to Aus- 
tria, Great Britain secures the island 
of Cyprus and sumo other substantial 
benefitsnotasyet disclosed, but which are 
suspected to include a protectorate over 
Asia IMinor. The island of t'andia or 
Crete had not hccn'dispo.sed of at the 
date of tiie latest iuforniation. tlreeco 
has put in a strong claim for its sover- 
eignty, llus.sia holds Kars, Ardahan 
and Batoum aa security for the pay- 
ment of the war indemnity. On 
the whole, it would appear as 
though llussia wliicli supplied tlie 
blood anil treasure that were expended 
in the struggle is destined to come oil" 
nearly emjjty-handed, whilst the oth- 
er powera tliat have made no sacrifices 
walk ofF mth their arms full of plunder. 

THE ISLANo'or OYTXIVS. 



This historic island of the Levant, 
which by virtue of the decree of the 
Berlin Congi-ess comes under Britisli 
rule, is 1-tS miles in length with a 
width of 40 miles. A range of moun- 
tains ■which runs through its centre was 
known in mythology as the third range 
of Olympus ; the culminating peaks are 
7,000 feetiiigli. The island is estet^med 
the richest in the Levant. Tlie culti- 
vable urea of the island is about 2,500,- 
000 acres, but only 130,000 acres are 
under cultivation, the tracts distant 
from the towns being neglected. Cot- 
ton, silk, tobacco, wine, sugar, salt, flax, 
poppies, oranges,' lemons, citron, dates, 
figs, caper, gold, silver, emeralds, dia- 
monds, etc., are amongst the produc- 
tion.s. Originally peopled by the Pluu- 
nicians, and afterwards colonized by 
the Greeks, Cyprus wa.s, by the latter 
people, dedicated to Venus, whose most 
celebrated temple was at Paphos, now 
BafTa. It was one of the first jdaces 
out of Palestine that received the Gos- 
pel and was visited by Paul and Barna- 
bas on their missionary tour. In the 
time of the Crusades it was taken from 
the Saracens by Richard I. of England, 
and given by him to the ]irince3 of the 
Lusignan family, wlio held it till 1570, 
when it was conquered by tlie Turks, 
In 1830 it was taken by the viceroy of 
Egypt, but was retaken in 1810 by the 
Turks. After the lapse of several cen- 
turies it passes again into the hands of 
England — this time by the peaceful ar- 
bitrament of diplomacy.

The emigration from England in 
1877 was only 11G,G71 people, the 
smallest number since 18C1.

There were 
also two visiting cards, one surmounted 
by a coronet, with the words " Aul.>riet 
de Pevy, 12a, Albemarle street, W.," 
while the other bore the addr6rss, " IMa- 
danie Aubriet do Pevy, 12a, (.'oniwall 
road, AVeatbourne park" In addition 
there was a newspaper paragraph head- 
ed " Singular Death of a French Coun- 
tess in Langham street," giving details 
of the sudden death of the Countess, 
and to which was attached a verse of 
poetry written in Italian ; also, a piece 
of paper with the . following :— -" My 
clothes and property to bo taken 
to tho railway station, in care of 
the station-master." U]ion ojiening 
tho letter pinned to the coat, two sheets 
of note paper wore found thus address- 
ed: — "Count Aubriet do Pevy's last 
impressions. At tho dispiosal of any 
incjuest and the Press," some extracte 
from which are appended. "Count 
Aubriet de Pevy's last impressions — I 
have resolved to die. To bo free of this 
world, which is after all but a kind of 
experimental hell, where bad and good 
are mixed in disorder, may be consider- 
ed a blessing, Montaigne says: — 'What 
has mankind to complain of? If there 
is only one way of coming into the world 
there are a^undred ways of getting out 
of it.' I think one of the cleanest was 
in the water, and therefore choose it as 
a preferred death bed. There's inany a 
.sjiot where I can plunge in. ( hope, 
indeed, for a better woi'ld. " After som o 
otlier comments the writer says. — "I 
die, therefore, in the firm belief of being 
safe (not saved, which is ridiculous,) 
. . , Born in rank and fortune, I 
have yet undergone many trials, mis- 
fortune, illness, and mental sorrow.s. 
The sudden death of my dear countess, 
only 28, handsome, beloved by all in 
France and here, has broken my heart. 
I loved her dearly. I dare say I shall 
find her. And now, farewell. — Ctc. 
Aubriet do Pevy." A wedding ring, 
supposed to be tliat of liia wife, was 
found upon one of the fingers of the un- 
fortunate nobleman, whose last address 
is given as 44 Langham street, Port- 
land place, London.

The 
cougi'css also decided to transfer the 
Dobrudscha to Roumania. The fron- 
tier of the new territory is to he ad- 
vanced, so as to run from the neighbor- 
hood of Silistria, without including tiiat 
town, to Moiigalia, on the lllack Sea. 
Roumania will thus acquire a fertile 
t ract of country, and be established on 
both banks of tho Danube. 

Tlie congress has recognized the .in- 
dependence of Itouiiiaiiia and Monten- 
egro. Counts Schiiuvaloll" and Audras- 
sy have arri\-ed at an u mlcrstaiuliug 
with regard to the frontiers of Jilonten- 
egro. Montenegro receives considera- 
ble increase of territory on the north 
and oast, aiul acquires, subjeet to cer- 
tain restrictions, Anti^'ari, witli its 
liarlior. She dors not obtain tiic shore

An immense meeting 
had Ix'cn held in St. .James' Hall, con- 
vened liy the .Miiltliusian League, to 
protest against the imprisonment. Ex- 
pressions of syniputhy with the oliject 
of the meeting were read from Mr. 
Coweii, iM.P., the riglit Hon. Auheron 
Herbert, l^Ir. Thomas Burt, M.P., and 
Admiral Ma.xey. After a speecli fi'om 
tlie chairmon(Dr. C. 11. Drysdale. M. ! )., 
F.V\. C. S. ), who exhorted each one of 
his heai'ers to look upon tho imprison- 
ment of M. Ti'uelove as a personal tjues- 
tion, and to endeavor vigorously to ob- 
tain liis freedom so as to rid the country 
of the disgrace of lii.s incraceratioii, 
Mrs. Besant rose to address the iiieeling 
and was received with the loudest ap- 
]i!ause. Three years ago, she said, it 
w ould have been tlie height of folly to 
dall a meeting in St. James' Hall to 
speak in favour of the liberty of tlie 
Press. Unfortunataly, within the last 
two years, step by step bad been taken 
threatening tlie liberty so dear to every 
Englishmen. It was high time they 
should speak, for not onlj' was s])eneli 
on .social heresy forbidden, nofsi&nly was 
criticism on theolgieal dogma forbidden, 
but, judging from what had occurred in 
Parliament when .Mr. (jlladstono chal- 
lenged the jiolicy of her Majesty's 
Ministers, which was the very bulwark 
of these lihertici — the right to criticise 
the Government that . ruled them— 
seemed also to be threatened. The 
country, she said, hiul placed in her 
hands, ami in those of her co-worker, 
Mr. Bradlaugli, enough money to pay 
the whole fine imposed upon Mr. True- 
love, and to sui)port his wife and fam- 
ily.

How an Assassin's Fare&ts Beoeivel 
tho ITi'^s of tliei^ Son's Orlmo. 



Recently in Paris a frail woman was 
shockingly murderod by her lover and 
a young medical .ntudont. The inurder- 
ers wero highly connected in the pro- 
vinces. The olyect of tho crime was to 
possess themselves of 2,500 francs, tho 
poor girl owneil. The way the medical 
.student's ])aronts heard of his guilt is 
licartrending. Tlioy livo in a amnll, 
but uliarining cottage about a mile from 
Angora. Wliilo weeding his llower gar- 
den the father saw the letter-carrier and 
wont to the gate to moot him. Tlio 
letter-carrier said: "I have to-day 
notliing for you but your now.spnper." 
The motlior joined the father. Slio 
asked, "No letter?" They had boon ex- 
pectipg a letter from thoir son. Thoy 
walked together toward tho houso. Tho 
husband then read his nowsjiapor. 
"Read me everything about crime," naid 
tho mother. Like mo.st women slio 
takes the deepest interest in crinio and 
in criminal trials; they are stories wliicii 
have tho spice of truth. Tho husband 
exclaimed: "All, hero is a crime which 
prohiisos to bo deeply interesting — the 
'Mystery of Rue Poliveau.' It is not 
known whether or no it is an assassin- 
ation, " Then ho read all tho particulars 
of the crimo which the newspaper gave. 
D.'iy after day thoy eagerly read tho 
newspaper. Tlioy took the deepest in- 
terest in the crime. One morning tho 
wife came down stairs later than usual. 
She saw her husband outstretclied in 
his armchair, motionless, pale as death. 
Tho newspajior was at his feet, open, 
crumpled. She ran, put her arms 
around her husband. "Good heavens," 
^he exclaimed, "What ia the matter]"

horrible phantom, and gasped: "don't 
read tho iuiw.spaper ! I beg of you." 
Sho did read, and having read, foil on 
her knees conviilsivoly clasping lier 
brow, which seonied as if it ' twould 
split, slio Hcreanif'd , "Oil ^od, oh God, 
wj! have lived too long 1" Father and 
motlier had road the secret of tlio "Mys- 
tery of Rue Poliveau." The assassin 
was their son, — their only child.

Deceased is said to have formerly been 
settled as a pastor in Marysvillo; also 
in Yallejo. . Ho lias also been on the 
stage. Later he acted as a bible caii- 
vas.ser, but got on the down grade and 
finally brought u]) in the homo of tlio 
inobriato whence ho was di.scharged a 
few days ago. He entered the pawn- 
broker^ and asked for a cheap, servic- 
ablo revolver. One was handed him. 
Ho enquired particularly as to its 
effectiveness and being assured on that 
point luid it loaded.

Orange leaders have is.sued a final no- 
tice tliafc tho procession to the church 
will take place, and telegraphed invita- 
tioi\s to outside member.'! to join in the 
procession. Irish Catholic societies 
meet Sunday evening to indorse a reso- 
lution passed by tho magistrates. 

Grist and saw mills at Saint Stanis- 
laus, owned by Price Bro.s. it Co., to- 
gether with 400,000 foot of sawed 
lumber, are burned. Loss ?80,000; no 
insurance. 

The English privy council confirmed 
the judgment of tho court of appeals 
hero setting aside tlio provincial stamp 
act for imposing stamp duties on^ in- 
surance policips as unconstitutional. 
The consequence will be that the local 
government will iiave to reimburse in- 
surance companies for taxes so far 
paid— about §200,000. 

Ottawa, July 9. — The Governor- 
General having received a requisition 
for troops to preserve order in Montreal 
on the ISth inst., Major-General 
Smythe has ordered 2,000 men to go 
into camp in Dominion square on tho 
11th. The Major-Goneral leaves on 
Wednesday to take command.

being called out on the 12th, or if they 
are called out to havo their direction 

placed in his hands. The May&r has 
stated that if magistrates have direc- 
tion of the troops ho will retire from 
any active participation in preserving 
the peace. Orangemen will bo in full 
regalia. 

Anticipated troubles on the 12th aro 
having a bad effect on the trade of the 
city. It is stated that the Mayor fail- 
ed in getting the government at Ottawa 
to make any change in military arrango- 
menti?. Two leading Orangemen stated 
to-day that it is not their intention to 
have any procession in Montreal after 
this year, being perfectly satisfied with 
tho assertion of their rights to walk on 
this occasion. Tho Mayor lias received 
a nuinbor of threatening letters, several 
written in French, and all threatening 
his life. Guards are maintained at all 
city armories. 

KiNGSTOK, Ont, July 9. — Battery A, 
100 strong, has been ordered to Mon- 
treal for the 12th. Thoy leavo to-mor- 
row. A mass meeting of Orangonieu 
here to-morrow will couipleto arrange- 
ments for taking parj) in the procession 
in Montreal. 

MoNTttEAij, July 9. — groat open- 
air demonstration, attended by about 
10,000 Irish and French Canadian 
Catholics, was hold in Chabailioz square 
to-night to uphold tho stand taken by 
Mayor Beaudry in reference to the Or- 
ange procession. Tho meeting was only 
called late in the evening when it be- 
came kno%vn that power was taken ont 
of the mayor's hands. Strong address- 
es wore delivered in support of the po- 
sition taken by the mayor, and resolu- 
tions in conformity with tlio speeches 
were passed with great enthusiasm. 
The mayor's course at the magistrates' 
meeting was eulogized and thoroughly 
endorsed. The meeting pledged itself 
to support the mayor under all circum- 
stances, and the excitement, when 
speakers referred tu tho Orange pro- 
ceedings, waxed into frenzy. Finally 
arrangements to await the Mayor's r^ 
turn from Ottawa to-night and tho re- 
port of his mission to tho government 
will be mado at another open air meet- 
ing to-morrow evening. These demon- 
strations augur ill for tho preservation 
of tho peace on tho 12th. 



THE DOINGS OP CONGRESS.

SCnOUVALOFF ON THE EMPLOYMENT OP IN- 
DIAN TllOOPS. 



London, July 2. — It is reported that 
at one of the meetings of the congress 
Schouvaloil' brought up the question of 
tho employment of Indian troops in 
European warfare and the selling out 
of modern arms to Asiatic .people, 
especially Chinese. Turkey, armed 
with a rifle mado in tho United States, 
and entrenciied in positions chosen and 
fortified by military skill, had been able 
to hold at bay for weeks tho flower of 
the Russian army — tho best, bravest, 
ami most ardent of soldiers. If tho 
countless hordes of China and India 
are to bo permitted to arm themselves 
with modern weapons, and to acquire a 
p)ractical knowledge of tho art of mod- 
ern warfare, there will be nothing to 
prevent them from rolling forth into 
Europe and crusliing Christian civiliza- 
tion out of e.xisenteiico. 

Boaconsfield is said to havo made a 
ratlier light reply to this appeal, and to 
havo said that at all events tho subject 
was not at all germane to the objects 
of tho congress, and should not now 
bo discussed. 

But Soliouvalofl''s remarks mado a 
strong impression upon Bismarck and 
Waddingtoii, and subsequently in 
private conversation they suggested tho 
subject was worthy of consideration by 
a congress called expressly for that 
purpose. 

New York, July 3. — Tho Tribune's 
London special sajs : A dispatch from 
Berlin states : Tho partition of Turkey 
is fast being accomplished. Austria is 
to have Bosnia and Herzegovina. Eng- 
land is to take Cyprus. Montenegro 
is to be aggrandized by a strip of 
Albania, coming down to the Adriatic. 
Servia is to bo an independent princi- 
pality, with an increase of 192 square 
miles of territory and 182,000 people 
Greece is to be endowed witii Epirua 
and tho slioro of the yEgtan Sea, and 
Russia, which has been protending to 
bo very submissive, is to be rewarded 
for lior complaisance by certain con- 
cessions in the east, not yet accurately 
understood. This is a summaiy of tho 
situation at this moment, as ■■stated by 
high authority, and whoso information 
should bo accurate. 

Berlin, July 1. — Tho congress has 
decided to cede to Russia that portion 
of Bessarabia which she lost in 1856, 
extending from the Prutli to tho Kilia 
valley. 

The congress also decided to transfer 
tho Dobrudscha to Roumania. The 
frontier of the now territory is to bo 
advanced, so as to run from tho neigh- 
borhood of Silistria, without including 
that town, to Mongalia, on the Black 
Soa. Roumania will thus acquire a 
fertile tract of country, and bo estab- 
lished on both banks of tho Danube. 
The congress has recognized the inde- 
pendence of Roumania and Montenegro. 

Berlin, July 8. — Congress was oc- 
cupied yesterday with minor questions. 
It endorsed tho cession of tho province 
of Katour to Persia, and decided that 
tho powers should periodically receive 
reports on the condition of Armenians. 
It settled tho Servian boundary ques- 
tion, allotting Pirot to Seiwia, and re- 
ferred the details of the Koumelian 
boundary question to a commission to 
act upon tho spot. 

London, July 9.' — Official correspon- 
dence in relation to occupation of the 
island of Cyprus is mado public. Lord 
Salisbury, writing to , Minister Layard, 
May 30th, explains the .--.necessity 
o£ arrangements to coimtdract • _ in- 
fluence ,in. direction of disintegration, 



whidi''"'mere possession' '' ljy''"Ru8sia' of 
Bat Glim and fortresses north of the 
Araxes would exercise upon the popu- 
lation of Aisiatio Turkey, even if it 
should bo certain that those places 
would not become the base from which 
emissaries of intrigue could issue to bo 
followed in due course by invading ar- 
mies. Tho dispatch states that private 
negotiations have shown that Russia is 
not inclined to modify those portions of 
treaty of San StefanO which relate to 
Asia. Lord Salisbury lays stress upon 
its being an indispensable part of any 
agreement, that England shall receive 
thb right to insist on satisfactory ar- 
rangements for good government of tho 
people of Asiatic Turkey. 

Following are features of the conven- 
tion between Great Britain and Turkey: 
It is stipulated that if Batoum, Kars 
and Ardahan are retained by Russia, 
and if an attempt is made at any future 
time to annex any portion of tho sul- 
tan's territory in Asia not ceded by 
definite treaty of peace. Great Britain 
engages to join the sultan in defending 
her territory by force of arm.s. Tlie 
sultan, in return, promises to introduce 
necessary reforms, to bo agreed upon 
later. In order to enable Great Brit- 
ain to make necessary provisions for 
executing her engagements, the sultan 
con.sents to as.sign tho island of Cyprus, 
to bo occupied and administered by 
Great Britain, who agrees to pay to tho 
Porte the present excess of tho island's 
revenue over its expenditura Finally 
Great Britain engages to evacuate the 
island and torminato the convention if 
Russia restores Batoum, Kars and Ar- 
dahan to Turkey. Tho convpntion is 
to bo ratified within a month. 

Paris, July 9. — By uu exjilo.sion of 
a jietroleum warehouse at Lyons, 30 
persons were injured. Two havo since 
died. 

London, July 9. — July stakes at 
Now Market were won by Ruporra. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, July 4. — There liave 
boon thirty fires since six p.m. tho 3rd 
of July. The largest loss was .?G,000 ; 
tho remainder range down from $2,000 
to $50, besides about fifty still alarms, 
in whicli the flames wero put out with- 
out calling tho department. 

Tlio board of ward presidents held 
its regular weekly meeting yesterday 
afternoon. It was suggested that the plan 
of inducing merchants and business men 
to put placards out stating that no Chinese 
were employed in their establishments, 
also that one desiring tho patronage of tho 
workingmon and others in sympathy with 
tho movement bo withdrawn from all 
those persons who dealt with or in any 
manner encouraged tho Chinese, bo acted 
upon. 

San Francisco, July 8. — At a meeting 
of trustees of tho California to-day a divi- 
dend of one dollar per share was declared. 
Tlio dividend of Consolidated Virginia for 
June was passed. 

NEVADA. ^ 

ViRQiNiA, July 8. — At 9 o'clock this 
evening the drill hole connected the 1,050 
foot level of Sav.ago with tho Sutro tun- 
nel. At 10:45 eight giant cartridges wero 
put in and exploded. Tho blast blow out 
a hole seven foot across, and instantly a 
rush of smoke and hot air rushed through 
the drift, blowing out the lanterns of tlio 
miners and filling the drift with dust and 
gravel. Supt. Gillette of the Sav.age, 
Patton of tho Bonanza, and a reporter of 
tho Associated Press were present. A lad- 
der was put down and Sutro camo up. 
There wero congratulations and hand- 
shakings all round. Minors above ground 
hoisted tho American flag and beer was 
drank in great quantities.
